Tho Parliamentary History of Congress. 


\VASUIXGTON, Nov. 80.—In February 


last the senate adopted a resolution di- 
recting the committee ou rules to ex- 
amine the manuscript of the "Parlia- 
mentary History of Congress," compiled, 
edited and copyrighted by Henry H. 
Smith, journal clerk of the house of 
representatives, and to report to the 
senate as to the advlsabilty of purchas- 
ing and printing the same for the use 
of congress. 


The work was commenced by Mr, 


Smith in the winter of 1879, at the sug- 
gestion of the late Alexander H. Ste- 
vens, of Georgia, and the late President 
Uarfield, members of the committee on 
rules of the house of representatives of 
tho Forty-sixth congress, while sitting 
at Long Branch in August preceding, 
for the purpose of revising the rules ol 
the house. 


With the view of submitting in a con- 


venient form to the senate committee 
on rules the plan and method of his 
work, Mr. Smith has printed six chap- 
ters, selecting the First, Forty-eighth 
and Fifty-first congresses, which, with 
an explanatory statement and outline 
index, will shortly be ready to put to 
the committee. 


It was originally written for private 


publication in one volume, but at the 
suggestion of leading members of long 
service in both houses of congress, Mr. 
Smith changed tho plan so as to malce 
two volumes; Volume I, containing the 
history of the rules of the senate and 
joint rules of congress, and Volume II, 
the history of the rules of the house of 
representatives with the view of its 
purchase and publication by congress. 


At the close of the last session, Mr. 


Russell, of Connecticut, chairman of 
the committee on printing, reported 
favorably (iind unanimously) a resolu- 
tion providing for the purchase of the 
manuscript of said history and its 
printing by congress, and, as tho work 
is strictly 1111 official compilation, abso- 
lutely without political or oartisan 
color or bias, congress will probably 
purchase and publish it. 


Tho plan of the work includes a com- 


plete and carefully verified history of 
the rules of each house of congress, 
from the First congress, which con- 
vened March 4, 1789, to the close of the 
Fifty-first congress, which ended March 
4, isy ]. Every rule or amendment pro- 
posal or adopted, every important 
question of order or privilege decided 
in either house, each contested election 
case anil action Ihcreon.-each select 
committee created, and a history ol tho 
standing 
committees, 
is given, to- 


gether with a Mimmary of all the lead- 
ing parliamentary struggles or con- 
tests otherwise known as "dead-locks"' 
or "filibu.stcriuy" proceedings,. 
Tho 


complete personnel of eongress, giving 
as far as possible tlie political .status ol 
each member and his cuinm ittce serv- 
ice, iy also a part of the plan. 


In addition will be given an outline 


or summary of the lending events in 
the political and legislative history ol 
congress, Some valuable tables will bo 
added as appendices, giving the history 
of the tariff and fiscal, as well lib other 
important legislation. Mr. Smith has 
for the last sixteen years compiled and 
published the "Digest and Manual" ol 
the rules and practice of the house of 
representatives, and he is conceded on 
all bides to be a leading parliamenta- 
rian and authority. 


To Be the Greatest Exposition tha World 


Has Yet Seen. 


WASHINGTON-, Nov. HO.—It will cost 


about $700,000 to make the awards at 
the World's 
Columbian 
exposition. 


This is the result of the labors of the 
committee on awards, which closed its 
se.ssiun in thi.s city Wednesday after- 
noon. The report will Tie submitted to 
President Palmer 
In Chicago next 


week. 


President Palmer of the board of 


control, is in a happy frnme of mind, 
and is confident that congress will 
make the additional appropriation of 
S3.000.000 so necessary to make tho 
exposition a success. Chicago, he says, 
has done all she agreed to do in this 
matter, and he denies quite vigorously 
the statement that this increase is 
necessary because of her failure to 
keep her promise. 


"This additional 85,000,000 is neces- 


sary because of a change in the plans 
and a subsequent enlargement of the 
scope of the exposition. Wo wish to 
make this exposition the greatest the 
•world has yet seen. There are many 
exhibits of great historical value that 
will not be sent here by foreign gov- 
ernment. It is proposed to have an 
exact reproduction of the home of 
Columbus and many of the buildings in 
existence during his time of life, and 
also a scene of the landing place of 
Columbus on the shores of the new 
world. There Is also a large amount of 
valuable archiologlcul matter pertain- 
ing to the time of Columbus, still exist- 
ing in Spain, which should be brought 
here and will be if the money is at 
hand to defray tho expenses of trans- 
portation. All these, and many other 
thlnes that might be enumerated, will 
add interest to the exposition, but they 
are only possible by the outlay of 
money. 


"There can be no question," he con- 


tinued, "about the buildings of the ex- 
position being ready in time for the 
opening. Thpy are now so far com- 
pleted that any doubt that may have 
existed upon this point has been long 
since removed. If it were necessary 
those buildings could be completed by 
the let of July next. 


This exposition is being laid out on a 


score much more elaborate than that 
of 1889 in Paris. We may not be able 
to excel the French in delicate work- 
manship and details, as in that respect 
they have no superiors in the world, 
but generally speaking- the Chicago ex- 
position will be /ar ahead of theirs. 
The French exposition covered only 
200 acres, while this will consist of 600 
acres, and over 150 of them under 
cover. 
Nearly every nation on the 


globe will be represented."

The Prosecution, Not 
Satisfied 


With Proving One Murder, 


LOOKING UP THE PREVIOUS RECORD 


Of the Prisoner, Will Attempt to Show a 


Former Effort in the Same Direction, 


the Victim Being His Own 


Illegitimate Son. 


DENVER, Col., Nov. 30.—The prosecu- 


tion in the Graves' case will not only 
endeavor to show that JJr T. Thatcher 
Graves is guilty of the death of Mrs. 
Josephine A. Barnaby, but also that 
his career as a poisoner dated back as 
far as 1878 when he was a resident ol 
the little town of Danielsonville, Mass. 
The medicine which he is charged with 
having furnished to do the. deadly work 
on that occasion, is now in the hands of 
the prosecution, and will be submitted 
to 
Prof. Sewell of this 
city for 


chemical 
analysis. It will 
be 
in 


pursuance of their plan to show up the 
alleged bad character of Dr. Graves, 
that the state -will endeavor to convict 
him 'of attempted crime at that time 
and in that place. H was in Danielson- 
ville that an illegitimate child, now 
known as Charles Veruon Brown, was 
born in 1878. Dr. Graves is alleged anil 
the btate will endeavor to show, that ho 
was the father of this child, and that 
ou the occasion of its birth he attended 
the mother and prescribed the medicine 
now in their possession with tho ex- 
press purpose of putting the offspring 
out of tho way. The boy in question 
is now 13 yenr.s of age, and through all 
of these long years, the little vial 
which was, as charged, designed to do 
the deadly work on the occasion of his 
birth has been carefully preserved by 
the friends of the mother, with the 
hope that at some time the opportunity 
might arise for using it in prosecuting 
the man who is charged with having 
done her such great wrong. It was 
Prof. Sewell who analyzed the con- 
tents of the bottte out of which Mrs. 
Barnaby took the draught that caused 
her death. 


The witnesses who have been ex- 


pected from the cast got into Denver 
yesterday morning. Among them was 
Col. L. H. Kickard, of Danielsonville, 
Mass. For many years he was the 
legal adviser of Dr. Graves, and for 
fourteen years was one of the nearest 
neighbors of the accused. It was Mr. 
Rickavd, as one of the associate coun- 
sel for the state, who traced down the 
hiding place of the little vial, which, it 
is stated, will play such an important 
part in the 
prosecution, and tend 


largely to impeach the prisoner at tho 
bar. 


Other witnesses who arrived yester- 


day morning were John J. Dcvenish, 
the stamp clerk of the Providence post 
office, who sold Dr. Graves stamps; 
Charles Vernon Brown, the child before 
referred to, and Mrs. Baker, the grand- 
mother of Charles Brown. 


For the lirst time it was made public 


yesterday that Col. Dan R. Ballon, the 
Providence lawyer, will take the stand 
in behalf of the defense. He is the con- 
stant companion of Dr. Graves, and 
his entire duties in the case seem to be 
to keep personal vigilance oirer the ac- 
cused who has of late developed no 
small degree of perturbation.

TIIK WORK OF FIENDS. 


A Crowded Passenger Train Thrown 


from the Track with Fatal Besulti. 
CHARLESTON, S. C., Nov. 30.—-The 


south-bound passenger train with £00 
passengers aboard was wrecked, '20 
miles north of this city, at 10 o'clock 
Saturday night, on tho South Carolina 
railroad. One man, the fireman, named 
Parks, was buried under tho tender 
and crushed to death. Bapgagemaster 
Anderson, Express Messenger Piersou 
and three passengers were seriously in- 
jured. 


The train was made up of four 


coaches, a Pullman and a baggage-car 
All were thrown down a 80-foot em- 
bankment into a swamp, and all ex- 
cept the Pullman were badly wrecked. 
There were upwards of 200 passenger! 
ou the train, and the light list of casu- 
alties is regarded as miraculous. 


The wreck was deliberately and 


skillfully planned. One of the fish- 
bars joining the rails was loosened, the 
the bolts having" been drawn, and the 
spikes that held the rail wore also drawn. 
The fish-bar and the wrench used to 
remove the bolts were found lying 
alongside the track.

points to the fact that this was the 
work of an experienced railroad hand.

"LAND BILL" ALLEN. 


Sad Death of a Great Tubllo Benofaotor. 


CoLtjsimjs, 0., Nov. So.—Th« great 


public benefactor, known in history as 
"Land Bill" Allen, ended his days in 
the Franklin county infirmary yester- 
day morning at 6 o'clock, after suf- 
fering one week from paralysis. Mr. 
Allen was born in Windom, Conn., May 
23, 1810. In early years his father 
moved to Rhode Island and ho was 
given an education. He also learned 
the tailor trade. "Land Bill" Allen 
also entered the jounalistic arena, run- 
ning the Rhode Islander, lie married 
Zena Weaver, and sold his paper and 
came" to Columbus in 18SO. He edited 
the Ohio State Journal and the Cincin- 
nati Gazette for a number of years. 
Having the "homestead" idea, that of 
giving ICO acres of land to every man 
who would guarantee to settle on it in 
the west, he spent S*'0,000 introducing 
his plans. In 1883 the great bill was 
passed in congress, but Allen never 
took any lands. He moved to Sharon 
township, this county, and 
began 


farming. Shortly afterwords his wife 
died. 


Sickness came on the old benefactor, 


and little by little his property passed 
out of his possession, being sold for 
taxes, leaving him at last penniless and 
helpless in his advanced years. A 
few 
weeks ago 
he was admitted 


to the Franklin county 
infirmary, 


Where every attention has been given 
him and subscriptions were raised all 
over the country to assist him. Ere 
the assistance of his friends could be 
appreciated, death relieved the old man 
of his troubles. 
His body is in charge 


of the superintendent of the infirmary, 
who will hold it until Wednesday, 
giving the friends an oppqrtunity to 
bury him. A monument fund is al- 
ready proposed.

DOOMSDAY FOB .SPARROWS 


Text of the State Law for the Ex 


termination of the Peeta. 


City Cltrk Skelley sad Town Clerl 


Nioholls will have s season of daily an 
noyanoe at their offices, beginning to 
morrow, when the now state law for th 
extermination of the English sparrow 
will tatte effect. The clerks are supplied 
with necessary books and blank orders 
and eacli clerk is expected to be judge 
and jury on sparrows and the payment o 
the two cent bounty for each sparrow 
soalp. 


THE LAW. 


The following is the legislative decree 


of extermination: 


'That every person being an Inhabitant o 


this state who shall kill an EDgllali uparrow in 
any county not tmder towualilp organization 01 
In any organized township, village or city In thli 
state during Uiu roonlllB of December, January 
aud February, s/ial! be entitled to receive a 
bounty ol 2 cents for each sparrow thus killed 
to be allowed and paid In the manner herein- 
after provided. 


"Every person applying for such bounty shal 


take sucb sparrow, or the head thereof, la Iocs 
ol not less than ten, to the county clerk-or 
clerk of the townsuip, etc.—who shall thereupon 
decide apon sacl) application, and If satisfied of 
the correctness of such claim shall Issue a cer 
tlflcato stating the amount of bounty to wbicl 
said applicant is entitled and deliver the same 
to such applicant, and shall destroy the beads 
of such sparrows. 


'Such certificate may be presented by tue 


claimant or uis agect to the county clerk of tv.e 
county in which such sparrow or sparrows hav< 
been killed, who shall thereupon draw a war 
rant for tlio amount on the treasurer of saic 
county, and ynid treasurer shall pay the same 
from the general or contingent fund of said 
county. 


"If any person applying to thefolerks of coun- 


ties, townships, etc., for the cei-tlBcato stating 
the amount of uoimty to wtilcii ho may be en- 
titled under tills act, shnll have In his posses, 
sion or present to such clerk the liead or headi- 
er any other bird or lilrds other tliati tile Kn- 
gllsh sparrow, audi person shall be deemed 
liuiltv of a misdemeanor, and upon conviction 
hereof shall be fined five dollars (SB) for each 
head of su:h bird other than the English spar- 
row, so being In his possession or presented to 
:lic clerk. Am! Italian bo the duty of [lie clerk 
:o whom such application Is made upon llndlog 
the hea'i of any bird other than the Kngllsh 
iparrow union/; the beads presented to him, to 
confiscate the lieiuh so presented aud preserve 
them to bo used as evidence against the person 
applying lor the bounty, and refuse to Issue tlio 
certllleato. If any clerk of any county, etc., 
ihall knowingly Issue any certificate [or the pay- 
ment of the bounty provided for in this act for 
the killing ol any bird other than the Kngllsh 
sparrow, such clerk shall be deemed guilty of B 
misdemeanor, and upon conviction thereof shall 
bo toed not less than 810.
